Meaning and Requirements 


“And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature.”—Mark 


16: 15. 


“The fruit of the righteous is a tree of life; and 
he that winneth souls is wise.”—Prov. 11:30. 


“| .Iam made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some.” —I Cor. 9:22. 


W: ARE ABOUT to discuss the most important 
business in the world. To make people good and make them 
happy and blessed through eternity, to keep people out of 
the fires and torment of Hell forever—that is the most im- 
portant business in the world. And, of course, he who would 
succeed in such a tremendously important work for God 
needs to clearly understand what he is trying to do, and 
needs to develop the character and prerequisites necessary 


for this blessed work. 


What does it mean to win souls? What must be the soul 
winher’s convictions? How much knowledge of the Bible 
must he have? What about the soul winner’s moral charac- 
ter, his devotion to Christ, his prayer habits? One who 
would be a soul winner should know exactly what is in- 


volved and what is required. 


I. What We Mean by Soul Winning 


When we speak of winning souls we use Bible language. 
Proverbs 11:30 says, “He that winneth souls is wise.” Paul 
was inspired to write, “. . . 1 am made all things to all men, 
‘that I might by all means save some.” David pleaded that the 
Spirit of God should not leave him, but that God would re- 
new a right spirit within him and cleanse him of his sins; 
and David promised, “Then will I teach transgressors thy 
ways; and sinners shall be converted unto thee.” 


In the Great Commission we are plainly commanded, “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations... ,” but the word teach 
here in the original language actually means “to make dis- 
ciples.” We are to go into all the world and make disciples, 
that is, to win souls. In Mark 16:15 we are commanded, “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture,” and those who believe will be saved and those who do 
not believe will be lost. In the last invitation of the Bible 
the Lord Jesus commanded the Apostle John to write, “And 
the Spirit and the bride say, Come. And let him that heareth 


say, Come...” (Rev. 22:17). 


Every Christian should be a 


winner of souls. He should get people saved. He should take 
the Gospel to every creature. He should make disciples. 
These are different ways of saying that it is the duty of 
Christians to, go out and show people how to be saved and 
get them to trust in Jesus Christ and be born again. 

Let it clearly be understood there are certain things we 
‘do not mean when we speak of winning souls. We are not 
speaking of getting members for a church, Now it is right 
for people who are already Christians to join a church. It is 
not right for anyone who has not been born again, who has

iour is a religion incompetent and 
insufficient for_a needy, sinning, 
suffering, dying humanity. No 
man has moral sources within 
himself sufficient to live the life 
that he ought to live. Systems of 
ethics and of morals, however 
beautiful and worthy, will not, and 
cannot, transform men and wom- 
en who have the sense of sin in 
their lives—the sense of moral 
loss and lapse and failure. 


A little while ago it was my 
privilege to speak some ten days 
to the students of one of the coun- 
try’s largest universities. One day 
I was waited upon by a group of 
Japanese students, who desired an 
interview concerning the relative 
claims of their country’s religion 
and of our religion. I shall never 
forget the interview. These Japa- 
nese were upperclassmen in the 
university.

A Schedule for a 


_Soul-Winning 
Pastor

This article is written to the) 
many thousands of good men 
across America and around the 
world who want to win souls and 
be what God wants them to be 
as pastors. After observing the 
lives of pastors through many 
years it has been my feeling that 
we do not discipline our lives 
enough, and the average pastor 
would do well to live more by 
schedule and less by chance. The 
word “discipline” comes from the 
word disciple and so if we are to be 
a disciple, we must be disciplined. 
If a preacher isn’t careful he will 
let circumstances control his 
schedule rather than his sched- 
ule control the circumstances. Fol- 
lowing are some suggestions to 
help us live a fuller life in the 
ministry. 


I. Visit Hospitals in the 
Morning 

It has been my policy for many 
years to visit with people just be- 
fore surgery if at all possible. 
Since surgery is usually early in 
the morning, this necessitates get- 
ting to the hospital between six 
and seven o’clock. When I would 
go to pray with some one just be- 
fore surgery, naturally I found 
myself visiting the others in the 
hospital and making my regular 
rounds. From this beginning I 
have decided that the best time 
to visit the hospital is in the early 


morning hours. Usually people do| =~ 


not sleep late at a hospital, and 
around seven o'clock 
time to visit them. This keeps the 
hospital visitation from interrupt- 
ing the daily schedule and hurt- 
ing the  pastor’s’ soul-winning 
time. House-to-house soul winning 
cannot be done at six o'clock in 
the morning. The hospital visiting 
can, leaving the other hours for

II, Prayer Time Should Be 
All the Time 

Of course, a preacher should 
have a private time of devotion 
every morning. There should be 
times of seasons of prayer—even 
praying into the night—but a 
preacher can take many. advant- 
ages of prayer that will be helpful, 
such as when a letter is written or 
dictated, pray for the person to 
whom you are writing at the con- 
clusion of the letter. When reading 
the day’s mail, as you read each 
letter whisper a prayer for each 
person who wrote you. After a 
telephone conversation, ask God 
to bless the one to whom you just 
spoke. When company comes to 
the study or to the parsonage, 
have prayer with them before 
saying good-by. Of course, the 
pastor should have a family altar

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selves, some thirty men, in a semi- 
circle about me, and then they be- 
gan their questions. How bright, 
how sharp, how searching, were 
their questions! 

And presently they reached the 
question that they came to ask. 
They said: “We follow Buddha, 
and you follow Christ. Wherein 
does Christ excel Buddha? Buddha 
teaches this and that,” they said, 
“and Christ, whom you preach, 
teaches this and that. Wherein do 
the teachings of Christ excel the 
teachings of Buddha?’’ 

Now, you can see that the issue 


was sharply joined. You know 
what I said, I take it. I said: 
“My fellow-men, Buddha does 
teach so and so, and standards 
that he sets up in many cases are 
beautiful. Christ teaches so and 
so. But Christ does more. Christ 
proposes to put a power divine 


into the life that will yield itself 
to Him, For illustration: Here are 
two trains of cars, and at the 
head of each is an engine. Christ 
puts His power into that Christian 
engine so that it can pull any 
train of cars, no matter how 
weighty. Buddha does not talk 
about putting power into human 
life. Buddha does not talk about 
a strength superhuman and un- 
rivaled and divine, which he will 
put into his followers. He simply 
holds up a standard out there. 
Christ holds up a standard and 
says: ‘Come to me, with all your 
weakness and ignorance and sin; 
let me save and guide you, and I 
will help you in your life to realize 
that standard.’ 

“Christianity is the religion of 
a person, and that person is 
Christ, and Christ not only points 
us the way wherein we ought to 
walk, but He comes to us in our 
moral weakness and lapse and 
failure, and says to us: ‘If you 
will honestly commit yourself to 
Me, that I may guide you and mas- 
ter you, I will help you to live the 
life you ought to live.’ And, there- 
fore, Christianity outdistances all 
Systems of human religion, by as 
much as God outdistances a man.” 

It was good to see the response 
made by the students from afar 
to such appeal. 

Five little words this morning 
make our text: “Christ the pow- 
er of God.” They are found in the 
first chapter of Paul’s first letter 
to the Corinthians. 


Christ Is God in Person 


Let me come at once to the 
| |heart of what I wish to say, by 
-|asking the question: How is 

Christ the power of God? TI an- 
swer, first of all, He is the pow- 
'er of God in His own person. 
Christianity stands or falls with 


the person of Christ. What Hou- 
goOumont was to Waterloo, Christ’s 
person is to Christianity. There 
have been only three views about 
the person of Christ—one that He 
was bad, another that He was 


i | mad, and the other that He was 


what He everywhere represented 
Himself to be, namely, that He 
was God come in the flesh./When 
He was here there were those 
who affirmed that He was bad. 
They affirmed that He was in 
league with Beelzebub, the prince 
of demons. They said: “He hath 
an evil spirit, and is not to be 
trusted.”

It is hardly the type ol 
service you would associate with 
the name of John Wesley, that 
giant for God who was the father 
of Methodism. Incidentally, it took 
“reservations” to get in to that

Along the same line, Vincent X. 
Flanerty, feature writer of the 
Los Angeles Examiner, in a col- 
umn rightly insinuating that such 
actions on the part of our clergy 
fit hand and glove with the com- 
munist plan, used two illustrations. 
He titled that particular article, 
“Religious Reappraisal,” and told 
first of a Southern California pas- 
tor who published a ““Teen-age ver- 
sion”: of the Lord’s prayer in his 
church publication as follows:

For his other illustration, Fla- 
herty went to the other side of 
the country and commented on the 
actions of a board of clergymen 
in New York, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and ~Virginia. Trying. to 
“stimulate religious interest among 
teen-agers,” they have published 
new Sunday school literature with 
illustrations showing the religious 
characters in twentieth century ap- 
parel. It seems that the clergy- 
men decided robes were “too 
square” and so the illustrations 
feature characters in_ beatnik 
garb. Said Flaherty: 


“There is a disgraceful picture of Christ 
with a short, fuzzy, beatnick beard and 
haircut. 

“For younger boys and girls, the same 
Sunday school books re-tell Bible stories 
in nursery rhyme fashion. One of the 
church leaders reveals eight years and 
$1,000,000 have been spent developing 
them.” 

Then this columnist warned: “It 
4s time for some of our veering 
churchmen to take a good long 
reappraisal of the old way.” 

That admonition is simply a re- 
stating of one given by the Lord 
well over two and one-half cen- 
turies ago. In Jeremiah 6:16, we 
read, “Thus saith the Lord, Stand 
ye in the ways and see, and ask 
for the old paths, where is the 
good way, and walk therein, and 
ye shall find rest for your souls.” 


The “old paths” ‘have stood the 
test of the centuries and they con- 
tain the answer adequate for our 
present hour of turmoil and con- 
fusion.

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and grace at the table in addition 
to the other times of prayer. I 
have found it beneficial to keep a 
prayer list in my car, praying for 
people as I drive to and from work. 
A person could add as much as 
an hour a day to his prayer time 
if he would pray while driving. 
Then, of course, on Saturday 
evening there should be an inten- 
sity of prayer for the services on 
Sunday. 


At our church we have a week- 
ly deacons’ prayer meeting on 
Saturday evening. 


evening the pastor should pray in 
the pulpit. It has been my policy 
to drive around town and pray 
for the city; also to stop in front 
of the homes of unsaved people 
for whom I am concerned and 
pray for them on Saturday eve- 
ning. If we would bathe 
our regular duties in prayer, it 
would help us to spend much 
more times in prayer. For exam- 
ple, if I write ten letters a day, 
talk on the telephone ten times a 
day, plus my other-regular prayer 
time, I will have prayed over fifty 
different times each day beside 
my own regular private devotion 
time. May God help us preachers 
to learn to pray. 


Ill, Studying for Sermons 

One of the hardest things in the 
world to do is to find a sermon 
when you are looking for one. For 
a preacher to come to Saturday 
night with no sermon for Sunday 
and to seek one is almost an im- 
possibility. For a number of years 
I have given Wednesday afternoon 
to Bible study — four hours of 
studying the Bible and preparing 
sermons. However, I do not seek 
sermons as I study. I think it is 
best to study for your own delight 
and personal knowledge of the Bi- 
ble. As you come to a certain 
Scripture which looms out in your 
mind, outline it quickly. Put it in 
your file and keep it there. You 
will be surprised how much fresher 
the sermon will be if it is gotten 
out of a spontaneous thrill rather 
than a sense of duty in preparing 
the message. I have now in my 
files over eighty sermons outlined 
that I have never preached that 
have been prepared in this way. 
Of course, the preacher should 
study the Bible for his own private 
joy every day, but one afternoon 
a week definitely given to studying 
the Word of God would be bene- 
ficial in addition to the daily study. 


I have also placed in my car a 
little “Bread of Life” loaf with 
Scripture cards in it. I took the 
ash tray out of the car and the 
cards fit perfectly. That way I 
can memorize Scriptures as Il 
drive down the street. On one 
recent trip to the airport I was 
able to memorize fifty verses. Once 
again, we have utilized’ time 
normally wasted. 


IV. Soul-Winning Time 

Once again to live by schedule 
is important. I have found through 
the years the wisdom of setting 
a.certain time each week for soul- 
winning visitation, Of course, pas- 
tors should be constantly on the 
lookout for sinners. When sales- 
men come to see him, he should 
be a ready witness. In hospital 
visitation, counseling, weddings, 
funerals, etc., the pastor should 
be constantly trying to win people, 
but this is not enough. The suc- 
cessful soul-winning pastor.should 
spend some definite hours planned 
each week on the field in house- 
to-house witnessing. I have util- 
ized for many years Thursday 
afternoons from one to five, Fri- 
day afternoon from one to five, 
and several hours on Saturday 
for soul winning. Only for speak- 
ing engagements or funerals do 
I consider changing my schedule. 

If the pastor would rigidly ad- 
here to a certain period each week 
for soul winning it would certainly 
increase and revitalize his min- 
istry. Most of us intend to win 
souls when we have time, but of 
course many duties of the pas- 
tor leave us little time. 

Soul winning must be done on 
purpose, It must be planned like 
prayer meeting is planned; like 
Sunday School is planned; like the 
preaching service is planned. If a 
pastor would be as diligent in plan- 
ning his soul-winning time as he 
is his other meetings, the other 
meetings would certainly take on 
new life. i: item | 


On Saturday’ 


V. Counseling 
Certainly a great part of the 
pastorate is counseling with peo- 
ple concerning problems. If the 


preacher isn’t careful he will find | | 


himself spending most of his time’ 
as a marriage counselor, psychi- 
atrist, etc., and find the rest of 
his schedule being built around 
the counseling. I have found it 
advantageous to counsel with peo- 
ple before and after the services 
on Sunday. Usually someone wants 
to see me after the Sunday morn- 
ning service or the Sunday night 
service,or before the Sunday eve- 
ning service—also, after the Wed- 
nesday evening service. For ex- 
ample, if a couple wants to get 
married and wants to plan. the 
wedding, we do it after the service. 
This keeps much of the counsel- 
ing from interfering with the pas- 
tor’s regularly set schedule. Satur- 


day morning is also a good time’ 


for counseling. It will not interfere 
with. the Saturday afternoon 
visitation and will hardly interrupt 
the pastor’s regular routine. 


VI. Time for the Family 


Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., says, “Duties 
never conflict.’”’ One does not have 
to choose between being a good 
pastor and a good father, or a 
good pastor and a good husband; 
a good pastor and a good citizen. 
Duties do not conflict. In fact, a 
man cannot be a good pastor who 
is not a good husband and a good 
father. It is important that a pas- 
tor discipline his schedule so as 
to give some time weekly to his 
family life. Some suggestions for 
this: 

(1) Take time for meals with 
the family. At our house through 
the years we have tried to take 
plenty of time to eat together. 
When one eats, we all eat. We 
schedule our meais; gather around 
the table and enjoy family life at 
the table. One of the tragedies in 
the home of the average pastor 
is the fact that the family seldom 
eats together. 

(2) Another suggestion is that 
the pastor go home for lunch. 
Once again, this will give him time 
in the middle of the day with his 
family. It will not interfere with 
his regular schedule and will en- 
able him to spend an hour or so 
with his wife and family. 

(3) Take the family out to eat 
periodically. Perhaps, even once a 
week the family could go out to 
eat. This would not necessarily be 
expensive. A family could eat any- 
where ranging from expensive 
steak to inexpensive hamburgers, 
but it is such a vital part in a 
family’s life to eat together. 

Not only is it important in the 
matter of meals but. it is very im- 
portant that a pastor spend some 
time each week with his children. 
This time with the children should 
be just as much a part of the 
schedule as the Sunday morning 
service and visitation time. To the 
average pastor who is in town 
most of the time, a regular after- 
noon could be chosen. For many 
years I took the children on 
Tuesday afternoon for a _ get-to- 
gether. Perhaps, Saturday would 
be better for som®. But half a 
day a week with the children 
should be a must in the schedule 
of a busy pastor. 

Such places as the park, picnic, 
trip to the zoo, etc., will pay 
dividends in the lives of the chil- 
dren. The pastor should be a pal 
to his children and not only should 
spend some time with them col- 
lectively but with them individu- 
ally, 

When you run to the store, ask 
one of the children to go with you. 
As you go, make love to him. 
Spend some tender ‘moments; 
counsel with him, etc. This time 
which is usually wasted can’ be 
used to be beneficial in the life 
of a busy pastor. Susannah Wesley 
with nineteen children: gave each 
child a private conference each 
week. For example, John Wesley 
had to spend time with his mother 
each Thursday evening learning 
about life and its problems. 

Not only should a pastor spend 
time with his children, but he 
should spend some time with his 
wife. One of the most important 
things for a pastor is to stay in 
love with his wife and for them 
to continue to be sweethearts 
through their ministry. A pastor’s 
heart should never grow cold to- 
ward his wife. He would do well to 


take time to go shopping with her; 


take her out’ to eat privately oe- 
casionally; go visiting with her, 
and other activities. Included in 
my schedule often is for my wife 
to make visits with me. We have 
had the joy of winning péople to-' 
gether, visiting hospitals together, 
etc. 

Not only should a pastor spend 
Ptime with his children and his 
wife, but he should find time in 
his schedule to see that his wife 
gets to spend some time alone. 
The pastor could take an after: 
noon a week, for example, when 
he baby-sits and gives the wife the 
car, She can do her grocery shop- 
ping or can have the afternoon 
to herself. God bless the dear 
preachers’ wives. Probably they 
are the most neglected people in 
the world. For years now I have 
taken a good part of Saturday’ 
afternoon to stay with the chil- 
dren and let the wife take the 
car and do what she pleases. May- 
be Saturday afternoon would not 
be best for every pastor, but cer- 
tainly an afternoon could be work- 
ed out where the wife could be 
away from the children for a 
while and enjoy the privacy of 
having the car alone. 


VII, Intensify the Schedule 
as the Week Progresses 

‘The pastor shéuld be constantly 
building toward the climax on 
Sunday. Hence, it is a good idea 
to intensify the schedule as the 
week progresses. In other words, 
take care of light matters such 
as personal business, church busi- 
ness, etc., in the early part of 
the week and gradually build up 
to a spiritual climax for Sunday. 
My soul-winnhing days are at the 
last of the week. The last of the 
week should be. directed away 
from business matters. It is always 
a good idea to start the week with 
the light, less spiritual matters 
and gradually build toward a great 
climactic experience on Sunday. 


VIII. A Suggested Weekly 
Schedule 


Now let us look at the possible 
schedule for the pastor. This 
schedule is one that I have tried 
to follow through the years. Of 
course, speaking engagements 
have not always permitted and I 
have not always been as diligent 
as perhaps [should have been. 
But I suggest this type of schedule 
for every pastor. 


Monday: Sleep late and get 
home early. A light day on Mon- 
day with perhaps office hours from 
9 to 4; taking care of business, 
counseling, shut-in and _ hospital 
visits, etc. Monday is a good day 
to come home early and take the 
family out to eat in the evening. 


Tuesday morning: Business, 
counseling, letters, etc. 
Tuesday afternoon: 
time with the children. 

Wednesday morning: business, 
counseling, letters, etc. 

Wednesday afternoon: Study. 

Thursday morning: plan church 
visitation for Thursday evening. 
Also, other miscellaneous duties 
as the time permits. 

Thursday afternoon: 
ning visitation. 

Friday morning: plan for the 
Services on Sunday, study and 
other miscellaneous office tasks. 

Friday afternoon: soul-winning 
visitation. 

Saturday morning: work around 
the house such as mowing yard, 
repairing items until about eleven 
o’clock. A good time to visit is 
between eleven and one on Satur- 
day. 

Saturday afternoon: baby-sit for 
the wife while she goes to the 
store and-has some time alone. 

Saturday night: Prayer and 
meditation and preparation of the 
heart for Sunday. Bear in mind, 
the preparation of the mind should 
have already been made. Spend 
some time preparing the heart for 
Sunday. 

Sunday: public. services, of 
course, with rest, study, and medi- 
tation in the afternoon. 

This schedule may not fit your 
own need. The purpose of this 
article is not to suggest a sched- 
ule as much as it is to suggest 
having a schedule. Once again, 
the pastor who gets a lot done 
will do it on purpose. He will plan 
his life, plan his schedule, take 
advantage of every possible mo- 
ment; keep his mind busy all the 
time; “Redeeming the time, ' be- 
cause the days are evil.” '’ May 
God help us to be God’s men doing 
God’s work in a_ systematically

those who affirmed that He was 
mad. They said: “He is beside 
himself.” They said: “He is crazy.” 
And then there stands out the 

ird-estimate off NHim+dhat He 
was not bad, and that He was 
not mad, but that He was and is 
what He everywhere represented 
Himself to be—God come in the 
flesh. 

When Jesus became a man, He 
said in effect to men wherever 
He went: “I am God manifest in 
the flesh. I am God uncovered; 
I am God foreshortened, so that 
a man’ with all his limitations by 
reason of ignorance and weakness 
and sin can find God.” The cry 
of the race through the ages has 
been: “We would see Jesus. Show 
us the Father, and it sufficeth us.” 
Jesus came among men and every- 
where represented himself as the 
possessor of the attributes and the 
perfections of Deity. That Jesus 
was and is in His own person the 
power of God is attested by what 
He said, and by what He did, 
and by what He was and is. I 
am compelled intellectually to be- 
lieve that Christ was more than 
any mere man, no matter from 
what angle I look at Him. 

Will you look at His words? 
They attest His deity, “Never man 
spake like this man.” I donot 
wonder that when Daniel Webster 
had finished the reading of the 
Sermon on the Mount, he rose up 
with pale face and_ trembling 
words and said: ‘“‘“More than any 
mere man has spoken’ these 
words.”’ Never-man spake like this 
‘man. Christ’s teachings concern- 
ing the great matters that pertain 
te life and conduct and man and 
sin and character and destiny are 
utterly revolutionary and trans- 


forming. 


Christ Exercised God’s Power 
in His Works 

', IL.am also compelled to believe 

that Jesus is more than. any mere 

man when I look at His works, 


‘ and one of His appeals to men is: 


“Believe, me, that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in-me; or 
else’ believe me for the works’ 


_sake.” From the cradle to the 


grave there was in the life of 
Jesus the outflashings of. His di- 
vine nature and power. When a 
little child yonder on His moth- 
er’s heart, the shepherds came to 
worship Him, and the magi came 
with their rich gifts to lay before 
Him. When He was a child of a 
dozen years, yonder He was in the 


temple, and the questions that He 
both asked and answered broke to 
pieces the superlative wisdom of 
those learned doctors and teach- 
ers assembled in that temple. And 
when He began His public minis- 
try, the winds and the waves 
obeyed Him, and =s sicknesses 
obeyed Him, and demons obeyed 
Him, and death obeyed Him. Jean 
Paul Richter was right when He 
said that Jesus with His pierced 
hand had lifted empires off their 
hinges, and had turned the stream 
of centuries backwards in its 
channel. And Lecky, the astute 
philosopher, was right when he 
said that the three short years 
of Jesus’ public ministry had done 
more to soften and regenerate 
mankind than all the disquisitions 
of all the philosophers, and all 
the exhortations of all the moral- 
ists since the world began. 


I am also compelled to believe 
in Christ, that His own nature 
was divine, and that in Him was 
the infinite power of God, when 
I look at His character. The 
standing challenge of Jesus to 
mankind is: “Which of you con- 
victeth me of sin?” And the uni- 
versal response to that challenge 
is stated in the language of Pilate: 
“T find no fault in him.” Horace 
Bushnell was right when he said 
that the character of Jesus for- 
bids all possible classification of 
Him with any and all other men. 

Behold Jesus, this Friday morn- 
ing, not a Son of man, but the 
Son of man, for all humanity was 
summed up in Him. In all other 
men, goodness is but fragmentary 
and pitifully imperfect. In the 
character of Jesus, goodness is 
perfect and complete, and want- 
ing nothing. 

If you would look for the high- 
est example of meekness, you 
would not look to Moses, but to 
Jesus, who was unapproachably 
meek and lowly -in heart. 


If you would. look for the high- 
est example of patience, you 
would not look to Job, but to Je- 
sus who, when He was reviled, re- 
viled not again. 


If you would look for the high- 
-est-example of wisdom, you would 
not look to Solomon, but to Je- 
sus, who spake as never man 
spake. 

If you would look for the high- 
est example of zeal, you would 
not look to Paul, but to Jesus, 
about. whom it has been written: 
“The. zeal of thine house hath 


eaten me up.” 


5 If you would look for the high- 


est example of love, you would not 
look to John, who leaned on Je- 
sus’ bosom, but you would look 
to Jesus, who while we were yet 
sinners so loved us as to die for 
us. 


Goodness in men, however wise 
and pure their character, is frag- 
mentary and imperfect and incom- 
plete. Goodness and _. perfection 
stand out in their entirety in the 
person of Jesus. Men sometimes 
Say to me that they cannot be- 
lieve in miracles, and in every 
such case I ask them: “What will 
you do with Jesus of Nazareth?” 
He is the miracle of the ages. Je- 
sus of Nazareth—what will you 
do with Him? He is the outstand- 
ing miracle of all the centuries. 
What will you do with Jesus? 


Forever God, forever man, 
My Jesus shall endure, 
And fixed on Him my hope remains 
Eternally secure. 


It was said of Mozart that he 
brought angels down, and of 
Beethoven that he lifted mortals 
up. Jesus of Nazareth does both 
and more. Jesus is God’s way to 
man. Jesus is man’s way to God. 
Jesus is the only true Jacob’s 
ladder. by -which a sinning man 
or woman, if he or she will leave 
sin behind, may mount up to be 
with God and to,be like Him, for- 
ever. Yes, Christ is the power of 
God in His own person. I marvel 
that. intellectually every man in 
the world is not compelled to bow 
before the person of Christ. 


Christ, the Power of God 
in History 

Nor is that all. Christ is the 
power of God in ~history. The 
standing marvel of the ages is 
Christ Himself, the Rock of Ages. 
An humble prophet of Nazareth 
has gone up and down the earth, 
and has more influence, more 
sway, than all the teachers that 
earth ever saw combined. 


Hushed by the noise and the strife of the 
schools, 
Volume and pamphlet, sermon and speech, 
The lips of the wise and the prattle of fools, 
Let the Son of man teach. 


Who has the key to the future but He? 
Who can unravel the knots of the skein? 
We have groaned and have travailed and 
sought to be free. 
We have travailed in vain. 


Bewildered, dejected and prone to despair, 
To Him, as at first, do we turn and be- 
seech 
Our ears are all open, give heed to our 
prayer, 
O°Son of man, teach. 


He is the incomparable teacher 
of all the ages, and beside Him 
earth’s greatest teachers are as a 
tapering candle beside a great sun. 
Christ is the miracle of the cen- 
turies, and the church is His 
monument. The most glorious in- 
stitution in all the earth is 
Christ’s monument—His church. 
It is the fairest among ten thou- 
sand, and an institution supreme- 
ly lovely and worthy. And Christ's 
gospel is the supreme instrument 
of human civilization. There is not 
and cannot be any lasting civiliza- 
tion which excludes the teaching 
of Christ. You may ‘have your 
systems of government, no mat- 
ter how compact and militaristic 
and colossal; you may have your 
schemes of education, no matter 
how subtle and clever and adroit 
and scientific; but all systems hu- 
man are doomed ultimately to go 
into the ditch, if the standards 
and teachings of Christ are flout- 
ed and disregarded. The Pan- 
European war is the demonstra- 
tion of what I am saying on the 
most colossal scale in all human 
history. 


You Can Know Christ as God 
in Your Life 


And now I am coming to say 
the most important word of all to 
you, my brother men; my gentle 
sisters. Christ is the power of 
God in human experience, That is 
the vital word of all. Christianity 
employs always. the scientific 
method of demonstration, that is, 
the method by experiment. Some- 
body once asked Mr. Coleridge if 
a man could prove the truth of 
Christianity, and Mr. Coleridge 
made the simple but complete re- 
ply: “Why, certainly. Let him try 
it.” Christ comes to mankind and 
confidently says to them: “Come 


and see. Come and try me. Come 
and test. me, Put me to the ex- 
tremest test.-Come and test nié 
and see for yourself, if I..do not 
give you to know that I am the 
power of God in human life. Come 
and test me, and you shall sing 
thereafter, when your fellows: ask 
you what has happened: ‘Where- 
as I was blind, now I see.’ Come 
and try me.” 


I am thinking now of a young 
woman, unusually trained and cul- 
tured, bedarkened in her Spiritual 
nature by the direst kind of skep- 
ticism, She sought interview after 
interview with the preacher, and 


one day she said to him: “Sir, 


intellectually, I just cannot ac- 
cept your preaching that Christ 
rose from the dead on the third 
day, as your Scriptures allege.” 


Presently, the preacher said to 
her: “Well, what do you think 
about Christ—waiving for a mo- 
ment the fact of His resurrection 
—what do you think of Him?” 


She said: “He is the fairest 
among ten thousand. He is the 
one altogether lovely. I eannot 


find any fault with Him. Every- 
thing about His words and about 
His works and about His charac- 
ter to the last degree appeals to 
me.”’ 

Then the minister went on to 
say: “If He be the Son of God 
Himself, the power of God in His 
own personality, if that be so, do 
you wish to know it?” 

After a moment's pause, 
said: “Assuredly, I do.” 

Then the minister said: “You go 
alone and tell Him that you are 
vexed by doubt and held back by 
questions, but that you wish light, 
and that you will yield yourself 
to Him, who has already won your 
most admiring appreciation; that 
you will yield yourself to Him, that 
He may teach you and help you 
and lead you in any way that He 
would have you go—just honestly

yield yourself to Him. Try Him 
in that experimental way.” 

She came back the next day 
with her face radiant like the 


morning, and said to the preach- 
er: “I cannot prove by outside 
proof, that Jesus rose from the 
dead, but my heart knows He is 
alive, for He has made me alive.” 

He is to be experimentally test- 
ed, my fellow-men. He is to be 
tested. Let me tell you, I see 
enough in one week, as do these 
honored brother ministers of mine 
about. me, to shut us up to the 
conviction that Christ is the pow- 
er of God. We see enough in one 
week in our dealings with men to 
be shut up to that unhesitating 
conviction. 

To illustrate: One day 
came to me the news that one 
of my fellow-workers had gone 
down in the awful maelstrom 
of business failure. Fine fellow, 
rising, battling nobly, but the tides 
had turned, and down he went, 
and I went out to his home with 
my heart! in.my. throat, dreading 
to see him and ‘his wife. As he 
met me at the door, he looked 
years older, but there was no 
trace of bitterness on his face or 
in his eye. He said: “We are glad 
to see you. You have heard about 
it?” 

I said: “Yes, I have heard, and 
I have come out to kneel beside 
you, and together we will talk to 
Him who is able to turn the very 
shadow of death into morning. No 
man is to despair or to worry or. 
to mope because all his property 
is swept away in a brief day.” 

He said, speaking quickly: “Oh, 
no; we are not bitter about it at 
all. We did not sleep any last 
night. We got up several times in 
the night, and like two little chil- 
dren we knelt beside our bed, and 
we promised new devotion to the 
service of Christ. Oh, no, we have 
not a bitter thought at all.” 

And from that day to this, and 
that was years ago, never have 
I heard a note of bitterness or 
reproach escape their lips, and 
time and again they have said to 
me: “But for Christ consciously 
in our hearts we should have been 
submerged when that black Fri- 
day came.” 


Christ Is the Power of God in 
the Hour of Death 


And then on another day I was 
summoned when one of our citi- 
zens lay a-dying, one of the most 
gifted scientists I have known, and 
also one of the noblest Christians. 
The sun sank to the west, and 
the sands of his life were gallop- 
ing to the close, and I sat there 
by him, in response to his invita-

tion that I come for a final con- 
ference, and he said ‘yarious and 
sundry things to me as I held his 
hand. I never shall forget one 
thing He said: “Oh, pastor, go on 
and preach Christ to men, and 
nothing else, for nothing else, sir, 
will suffice men who are im. the 
grip of moral loss and failure and 
defeat. Men do not have moral 
resources within themselves to 
rise and climb. Sir, preach a di- 
vine Saviour to a lost world. 
Preach that only till the day of 
your death.’ That last conversa- 


tion we had I can never forget. 

And then, when he quit talking 
like that to me, he said: “I should 
like to speak to the children,” and 
the children were brought in, and 
he had his. word, beautiful and 
blessed, for.every child. And then, 
as his wife held that thin hand 
and bent over him and kissed the 
noble forehead, he said to her, 
with his whispers, as life’s sands 
hastened to the end: “Mary, dear, 
you will know where to look for 
comfort and strength when I am 
gone.” 

She said: “Indeed, I will.” 

Then he said: “Mary, dear, four 
different times you and I have 
marched behind the hearse to the 
cemetery, to put away out there, 
under the flowers, one child, two 
children, three children, four chil- 
dren, and we came back, and ev- 
ery turn of the carriage wheels 
whispered to us that the grace of 
God was sufficient. Now, Mary, 
dear, when I shall go away, as I 
shall tonight, you will remember 
the Shepherd Psalm, and you will 
remember the fourteenth chapter 
of John, and you will remember 
always to call on Christ and be 


not afraid,” 
And she kissed him and said: 
“T will remember. I know whom 


I have believed, and am persuaded 
that He is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto Him 
against that day.” 

And then he quietly began the 
recitation of that Twenty-third 
Psalm, and when he reached that 
heavenly sentence, “Yea, though 
I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil, for thou art with me,” he 
whispered, and we caught it: “See, 
Mary, He is with me now,” and 
then he was gone to the yonder- 
land. You should have seen her 
and the children bear their grief 
without any murmur. God’s grace 
was sufficient for them, and all 
the people knew it. 


Christ, the Strength and Com- 
fort of the Christian in 
Every Sorrow 

And then, on still another morn- 


ing, my phone rang and one of 
our young businessmen said sto 
me: “Be ready. I will be at the 


door for you with a cab in a doz- 
en minutes. I need you much just 
now.’ I was there at the door 
waiting when the cab drove up, 
and he jumped out of the cab, his 
face covered with tears and his 
agitation’ something pitiful, and I 
took his. hand and said: ‘‘What 
on earth ts it?” 

He said to me, with a plaintive 
sob, even with gasps of sobbing: 
“If you know how to pray, you 
must pray now, for our flaxen- 
haired little girl is at death’s door, 
and the doctors give us no hope at 
all. Sir, if you know how to pray, 
you will ask God to spare her 
now.” 

I said? “My friend, I will pray 
for her, but not the way you sug- 
gest. I would not pray the way 
you suggest even about my own 
little children. I will ask God, if 
it can comport with His will, to 
spare your little girl, but if that 
be not His will, that He will forti- 
fy you and the little mother, and 
give you grace and strength to 
face it all.” 

And then he turned upon me 
wildly and said: “I suppose I could 
bear it if the little girl shall be 
taken, but the little girl’s mother 
is an invalid, and it will kill her 
if the little girl is taken.”’ 

I said: “No, no, my friend;

Presbyterian Infidelity 


A blatant attack upon the Scrip- 
tures is contained in ‘“Presby- 
terian Life” for Nov. 1961 in an 
article entitled “Reformation Per- 
spectives 1961” by Seminary Prof. 
John R. Bodo of the San Fran- 
cisco Presbyterian Seminary at 
San Anselmo (of which Dr. Theo. 
Gill is president); which states in 
part: “Long before the Roman 
Catholic Church set forth its claim 
of infallibility for the Pope—a 
rather modest, limited infallibility 
at that—some of our timid, un- 
adventurous Protestant forebears 
invested the Bible with a mechani- 
cal, stultifying infallibility. The 
frenzied desire of these stepchil- 
dren of the Reformation—some of 
them living—for absolute security 
and absolute irresponsibility pro- 
duced a worship of the Bible in the 
place of God, just as medieval 
Catholicism at its worst had pro- 
duced a-worship of the church in 
the place of God. Both -of these 
distortions of the Christian Faith 
have been attempts to freeze the 
status quo, to coop up the living 
Christ in a fixed structure, and 
thus to prevent him from leading 
the church forward, in faith and 
joy into expanding vistas of our 
modern age.”—Blu-Print

then I remind you that John Wesley was one of the most 
earnest preachers and came as a missionary from BPngland 
to the Indians of North America before he ever consciously 
trusted Christ as his own Saviour or knew how to be saved. 
He grew up in a parsonage, his father was a preacher, his 
mother a most devout and spiritual woman. And John Wes- 
ley himself was as regular in his prayers, as fervent in his 
self-denial, as busy and conscientious in his religious life as 
any Pharisee of the time of Christ, or any monk of the 
Middle Ages. But he could not win souls, He had never know- 
ingly trusted in Christ as his own Saviour and did not know 
how to win anybody else. 


Martin Luther was a conscientious and religious man 
who had given up the world for the poverty and religious ac- 
tivity of the priesthood, but he did not know peace of heart, 
did not know Christ as his Saviour until years later. Let no 
one think then, that to have been raised in a Christian 
home, to be a member of a church, to be moral and religious 
in outward life, fits one to be a soul winner. First, the soul 
winner himself must have been born again. 


In the first place, one who has not personally come to 
know Christ as his own Saviour will not have the spiritual 
perception which is absolutely necessary to please God and 
serve God, “But the natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can- he know them, because they are spiritually discerned” 
(I Cor. 2:14). So says the Word of God. 

In the second place, an unconverted lost sinner cannot 
have the power of God upon him to serve God acceptably. 
“Without faith it is impossible to please him,” says Hebrews 
11:6. And one without saving faith in Christ is an enemy, 
an alien from God, an unreconciled sinner. Nothing such a 
one could do would please God until he is willing to person- 
ally thrust himself on Christ’s mercy for salvation and de- 
pend upon the Saviour for the forgiveness He has prom- 
ised those who trust Him, 

In the third place, lost sinners themselves would have 
no confidence in the teachings and instructions of a man 
who could not tell what it means to be saved, illustrated by 
his own testimony, A doctor who will not take his own medi- 
cine, a cook who will not eat her own cooking, a Christian 
worker who does not practice what he preaches, would win 
scant confidence among people. 

Therefore, let everyone who would do any service for 
Christ first definitely confess his own Sinful state, repent 
in his heart, and turn to Christ in penitent faith for salva- 
tion. After one has trusted Christ as his own Saviour and 
has been born into the family-of God, he may well seek to be- 
come a soul winner, but not before. 


Ill, The Soul Winner Must Have Full Assurance of 
His Own Salvation 


Evangelist D. L. Moody said that he had never known a 
good soul winner who was not sure of his own salvation. 
With a little thought, one can understand why. On your own 
part, how could you have any boldness in speaking to sinners 
about salvation if you were uncertain of your own salvation? 
You would feel, “Here I am trying to get others to trust in 
Christ when I don’t know whether I have trusted Him my- 
self!’ You might well feel like John Wesley, defeated, who 
returned from the American colonies to England, having 
written in his diary, “I came to America to convert the 
heathen, but oh, who shall convert me!” 

And why should sinners have confidence in the exhorta- 
tion of one who does not know for sure whether he himself 
is saved? He could not speak with glad joy and assurance, 
And the most ignorant sinner would feel the insincerity and 
the unsteadiness of the one who was trying to get him to 
turn from his sins and trust in Christ if the would-be soul 
winner had no certainty that his own sins were washed 
away, that he himself was a child of God, that Heaven would 
be his blessed home hereafter, 

You remember that Jesus told the former maniac of 
Gadara, after he had been wonderfully healed and saved, 
“Go home to thy friends, and tell them how great things the 
Lord hath done for thee, and hath had compassion on thee” 
(Mark 5:19). Then the Scripture continues, “And he de- 
parted, and began to publish in Decapolis how great things 
Jesus had done for him: and all men did marvel” (Mark 5: 
20). That element of personal testimony is vital to soul 
winning. Paul used it continually. Go visit the rescue mis- 
sion where, continually, drunkards and harlots and crim- 
inals and bums find Christ, and you will see that God has 
chosen to wonderfully honor the straightforward testimony 


“of a man who knows that his sins are forgiven, who can 


tell when it happened and where, the very date and place. 
Qne example is worth a thousand arguments, we are told; 
and if you do not know of your salvation well enough to give 
your own testimony, you are not ready to win souls. 
Another fundamental reason makes the Christian who 
has no assurance of salvation unfitted for soul-winning work. 
We are to use the Word of God in soul winning, One must 


be able to tell the sinner how to find Christ, how to get his 


sins forgiven. And one who does not have assurance of his 
salvation does not clearly understand the plan of salvation. 


For when one knows Clearly the blessed Word of God and 


does not depend on any sense of his own merit, nor his right- 
eousness, nor upon church membership, nor any religious 
rites, but only on the blood shed on Calvary and the promises 
of the Lord Jesus, he can know for sure about his own sal- 
vation. Any poor sinner who wants salvation may have it, 
may have it instantly, But the assurance of salvation is 
based upon the plain statements of the Word of God. And 


when you aré not sure of your own salvation, then obviously 


you are probably not clear on how God saves men in answer 
to simple, penitent faith. How can one tell others what he 


does not know? 


And I ought to say that often our doubtings and fears 
come from sin. One who does not live right is likely not to 
fee] right! Sin in the life, unconfessed and unlamented, takes 
away our sense of acceptance with God. It may bé that you 
have truly been converted, born again, and it may be that 
you know when you trusted Christ. But your sins may have 
so grieved the blessed Holy Spirit that you have lost the 
witness within which once was very clear. It may be that 
now you feel that God is displeased with you, and you do 
not find His smile upon you as it once was. So your joy may 
have fled, and with it part of your assurance of salvation. 
But the sin which hinders your joy will hinder your soul 
winning, too. So whatever be the reason for your lack of 
assurance, you need to get it settled if you are going to be 


successful as a soul winner, 


If you have trusted Christ in your heart, then find some 
clear promises in the Word like John 3:16 or John 5:24 or

John 6:37 or Acts 16:31, and accept God’s gracious promise 
as your own and claim the salvation He offers freely. Base 
your claim to salvation on the plain Word of God. Do not 
heed your feelings, but rely on the plain Word of God and 
have the assurance which God promises. If you came to Je- 
sus Christ, and you know that He said, “. . . him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise cast out” (John 6:37), then you ought 
to accept on His word of honor that He has received you and 
did not reject you and never will! If you have called upon 
Christ for salvation in your heart, and you find that the 
Scripture says, “For whosoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13), then you ought to 
believe what God has promised, that is, that He saves all 
who honestly, in the heart, call upon Him for salvation. 

If you suffer for lack of assurance of salvation, I sug- 
gest that you get my pamphlet The Seven Secrets of a Hap- 
py, Prosperous Christian Life (Sword of the Lord Publish- 
ers) and read it prayerfully until the matter is thoroughly 
clear in your mind. Or if sin has grieved the blessed Spirit 
ef God who dwells within you until you do not feel assured 
of God’s favor, then confess that sin today and forsake 
it and wait before the Lord penitently until you are as- 
sured that no unconfessed sin stands between you and 
the smile of your Heavenly Father, the sweet fellowship 
that the Father wants to have with His child. Every Chris- 
tian can know beyond any doubt that his sins are forgiven. 
And only such Christians who do know that they are saved 
are successful soul winners, 


IV. The Soul Winner Needs to Know Clearly the Saving 
Gospel of Christ 


A distressed wife said to her husband, “Bill, why don’t 


you join the church with me and be a Christian? You don’t 
have much to give up. You are already a good man.” But 
that kind of counsel did not get him saved. That is not soul 
winning. 


A mother said to her grown son, “Son, you are breaking 
my heart with your drinking, Why don’t you quit your wick- 
ed way and live right?” That was an earnest entreaty, but 
it takes more than that to win a soul to Christ. 


Jesus said to the disciples and then to us, “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned” (Mark 16:15, 16). Note that 
the Gospel must be preached to every creature. One who 
believes on Christ according to the Gospel is saved, and 
his baptism is his open profession of that fact. The one who 
does not trust Christ for salvation shall be damned, we 
are plainly told. So there is no way for anybody to be saved 
without the Gospel. And the Lord here speaks of the preach- 
ing of an individual who takes the Gospel to individuals, 
as well as of the preacher who speaks to a congregation. 


All soul-winning effort is really preaching the Gospel. 
We may add our personal testimony and our earnest en- 
treaty, but without the preaching of the Gospel no one is 
ever saved. “For after that in the wisdom of God the world 
by wisdom knew not God, it pleased God by the foolishness 
of preaching to save them that believe” (I Cor. 1:21). 

You see, one’s personal testimony and the fervent plead- 
ing of a loved one may make a sinner want to be saved, 
but these alone do not show him how to be saved. People 
are not saved without the Gospel. 

And what is the Gospel? What is this saving Gospel 
without which a sinner will never be changed from a child 
of Satan into a child of God? Paul defines the Gospel, in 
inspired language, in I Corinthians 15:1-4 as follows: 

‘Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the gospel which 
I preached unto you, which also ye have received, and where- 
in ye stand; By which also ye are saved, if ye keep in 
memory what I preached unto you, unless ye have believed 
in vain. For I delivered unto you first of al] that which I 
also received, how that Christ died for our sins according 
to the seriptures; And that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day according to the scriptures.” 


This saving Gospel which Paul preached and whereby 
the Christians at Corinth had been saved is “that Christ 
died for our sins according to the scriptures; And that he 
was buried, and that he rose again the third day according 
to the scriptures.” The atoning death of Christ on the cross, 
His miraeulous resurrection from the dead, all according 
to the Scriptures, is the blessed Gospel we must take if we 
would win people to Christ and get them saved, 

Let us analyze, then, the Gospel truths which a soul win- 
ner must clearly understand. 


1. He Must Realize That All Men, Women, and Children 
Everywhere Are Sinners, Depraved by Nature, Who Need 
Regeneration, That Is, the New Birth. 

The Pharisee may be better than the publican to outward 
appearance, but both alike are sinners. The chaste wife and 
mother may appear better than the harlot, the tender child 
may appear better than the aged reprobate, the moral, re- 


| 


sponsible and decent man may appear better than the drunk- 
en wretch and the criminal, but in the heart where God 
looks, all alike are guilty sinners, So Paul concludes by divine 
inspiration, “. . . for there is no difference: For all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of God” (Rom, 3:22, 23). 
If the soul winner does not know that sinners are sick unto 
death, he will not know how to get them to turn to the 
Great Physician. If he is not able to show people that they 
are wicked sinners, he will not lead them to repent. 


2. The Soul Winner Must Understand That the New 
Birth Is a Miraculous Work of God in the Heart of a Sinner, 
Making Him a Child of God. 


If the would-be soul winner thinks that joining a church 
or turning over a new leaf or living a better life will make 
a lost sinner into a child of God, he certainly is not a soul 
winner. One is dealing in miracles when he makes a child 
of Hell into a child of God by the supernatural power of the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus said to Nicodemus, “Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God.” And again, 
“Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit,” (I be- 
lieve He means by the cleansing Word of God and the life- 
giving Holy Spirit) “he cannot enter.into the kingdom of 
God.” He said, ““Marvel not that I said unto. thee, Ye must 
be born again.” So Jesus was insistent, and every soul win- 
ner must be insistent, that even a good, moral, religious 
Pharisee, like Nicodemus, must be born again. 


8. The Soul Winner Must Know That the Way a Sinner 
Gets the New Birth Is By Simple Dependence on Christ as 
Saviour. 

‘Many Scriptures plainly say so. John 1:12, John 3:16, 
John 3:18, John 3:36, John 5:24, Acts 10:43, Acts 13:38 
and 39, Acts 16:31 all make it clear that one who comes to 
believe in Jesus Christ as his own Saviour, that is, to rely 
upon Christ, depend upon Christ, to trust Christ, to risk 
Christ for forgiveness and salvation, is instantly saved, “Tle 
that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life.” This simple 
faith in Christ, this committing of one’s self to Christ’s 
mercy, is the deciding matter in the salvation of a soul. 

It is true that a sinner who trusts in Christ must repent. 
That is what was meant in saying that everyone who would 
be saved must realize that he is a sinner and so, of course, 
must turn his heart away from his own resources and ways, 
and turn to Christ. Honest heart-turning from sin is a part 
of saving faith. Repentance and faith cannot be separated. 
But this is most often expressed in the Scriptures by that 
simple term “believe.” Do you know that the moment a 
poor sinner honestly turns from his sin and believes on 
Christ, that is, relies upon Christ for salvation, he is saved? 
If you know that, you know the great decisive factor in 
getting sinners saved. 


4. It Follows Naturally That One Who Would Win a 
Sinner Must Teach Him Not to Rely Upen Any Human 
Merit. 

Christ alone does the saving, and He does it when 
a lost sinner depends upon Him and commits himself to 
Christ. Moral goodness does not save and does not help save. 
Church membership and the rites of ‘the church cannot save 
and cannot help save. The soul winner must be able to teach 
the sinner that Christ alone can save and that salvation 
is on the basis of God’s love and merey whieh provided the 
atoning sacrifice on the cross to pay for man’s sins. 


V. The Soul Winner Must Be a Surrendered Christian, 
Willing to Give Up Any Known Sin to Please 
Christ and to Have God’s Power for 
Soul Winning 


Some Christians are vessels to honour, and some really 
saved people are vessels to dishonour. In II Timothy 2:19- 
21 Paul, by divine inspiration, discusses this matter: 


“And, Let every one that nameth the name of Christ 
depart from iniquity. But in a great house there are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but also of wood and of 
earth ; and some to honour, and some to dishonour. If a man 
therefore purge himself from these, he shall be a vessel unto 
honour, sanctified, and meet for the master’s use, and pre- 
pared unto every good work.” 


Every Christian should depart from iniquity. One who 
does purge himself from iniquity shall be a “vessel unto 
honor, sanctified,” (or set apart) “and meet for the master’s 
use, and prepared unto every good work.” A Christian who 
does not judge his sins, who does not honestly turn from 
known sins, loses the power to win souls and the ability to 
win souls, as well as the heart for soul winning. The greatest 
honor that could ever come to a Christian is to be enabled 
of God to win souls. But one who does not purge himself 
from iniquity by honest confession and turning from sin, 
will be a vesse] not of gold and silver, but of wood and earth; 
not a vessel unto honour, but a vessel unto dishonour. 

Paul constantly remembered this truth, that if one 
would be continually blessed in soul winning he must re- 
main a vessel “meet for the master’s use.” In I Corinthians 
9:27 Paul said: “But I keep under my body, and bring it

into subjection: lest that by any means, when I have 


preached to others, I myself should be a castaway.” 


What was it Paul feared? He feared that after he had 
preached to so many, he would be laid aside and be cast 
away as a soul-winning instrument. And for fear of this, 


Paul buffeted his body and kept down the old sinful. nature 


so that he would be fit for the Master’s use. 


One of the holiest motives that any Christian could have 
for living a separated and holy life is that he might thus 
be fit to win souls. And if you should give up incidental 
pleasure of one kind or another that is questionable; if you 
should give up a habit in which you would have pleasure; 
or if you should give up some dear idol of your heart in 
order that you might have the power of God and win souls, 
then how great will be the reward in Heaven! Thank God 
for the privilege of keeping a soul out of Hell a billion years 
and then a billion times a billion years more! Who would 
not be willing to give up any of the pleasures of sin, as 
Moses did, to have such a blessed reward! 


Salt can lose its savour; at-least the natural salt collected 
around the edge of the seashore with various impurities in 
it could lose its savour. Even so a Christian may lose his 
saving power. Jesus said, “Ye are the salt of the earth: 
but if the salt have lost his savour, wherewith shall it be 
salted? it is thenceforth good for nothing, but to be cast 
out, and to be trodden under foot of men” (Matt. 5:13). 
Christians who dally with sin, who keep bad company, who 
are wrapped up in money-making, may become salt without 
savour. They may put their light under a bushel. I do not 
say that Christians who drift into worldliness and sin have 


lost their souls, but I do say that they lessen the power to 
win others to Christ. They lose their joy here and eternal 
rewards hereafter. 


Oh, to the soul-winning Christian, the will of Christ must 
be the most important thing in the world! No place is too 
hard if it is where God wants the surrendered Christian. 
One who would be a soul winner must learn to make Jesus 
Christ the Lord of his life. He must set his affection on 
things that are above and seek first the kingdom of God 
and His righteousness. Surrender to Christ so that one is 
willing to leave any known sin and do the will of God is 
essential to one who would be a soul winner. 


Then the soul winner must have some real compassion 
in his heart for sinners. “God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son,” we are told. Well, how could 
one enter into that blessed work of saving sinners, which 
cost Christ and the Father so much, unless he enters into 
that compassion, that burden of concern. That is another 
way of saying the soul winner must be sincerely concerned 
to keep people out of Hell. 


Then the Christian, to win souls, must have the power 
of the Holy Spirit. This is too big a business for human 
wisdom, human personality, human devices, and for the log- 
ic of the schools. 


In other chapters we will take up in detail these great 
requirements of the use of the Bible and the compassion of 
heart and the power of the Holy Spirit, but it is only fair 
to number them here and now as absolute essentials for one 
who would turn men and women from darkness to light 
and from sin to salyation and from ‘Hell to Heaven.
